Before the hour for opening the 
banks had arrived, a m eeting of the 
M ilwaukee Clearinghouse association 
was held and a com m ittee of that in­ 
stitution, after exam ining the assets 
and collateral of the F irst N ational 
bank, 
issued 
a 
reassuring 
report. 
This report was printed in large type 
on placards and pasted on the win­ 
dows of the First National bank, and 
also displayed in store windows. Fol­ 
lowing this was a statem ent issued by 
the board of directors of the F irst 
N ational bank announcing with abso­ 
lute positiveness that the bank was 
perfectly solvent. 
And on top of this cam e word from 
the board df directors of the Milwau­ 
kee cham ber of com m erce announcing 
its decision not to w ithdraw its cur­ 
rent expense fund from the F irst N a­ 
tional.

of prisoners, enorm ous booty and can­ 
non, are now denied. 
In reality it 
appears the Russian losses am ounted 
to two generals who were captured, 
1,985 staff and other officers and 87,- 
677 men. of whom the greatest part, 
j about 55.000 were wounded. 
In evac­ 
uating Muk den and retreating to the 
northw ard the R ussians lost thirty- 
two guns, of which three were m or­ 
tars. three old type field guns with 
| piston action, and tw enty six quick - 
flre guns. Of the siege artillery every 
gun and all the 
am m unition carts 
were sent north two days before the 
retreat began. 
General K ark eviteh, 
chief of staff, calculates that other 
losses aside from wounded were as 
follows: 
15,000 k illed, 7.000 to 8,000 
k nown to have been captured and

000 to 12.000 m issing, of whom sever­ 
al thousand were drivers, sanitary and 
com m issariat

Pinck ney, a brotner of the congress­ 
man, was shot tw ice in the back And 
k illed, and Captain Brown re ceiv ed a 
bullet through the heart. 
John E. 
Mills, the rem aining victim, took no 
part in the affair and was accidentally 
k illed by a stray bullet. 
The k illings are the direct result 
of a prohibition m ovem ent in W aller 
county which was begun some years 
ago, and the finding has been intense. 
An election was held in W aller county 
April 
20th and 
the Prohibitionists, 
with whom the Pinck neys were affili 
ated, were successful. 
The Prohibi­ 
tion League was called together Mon­ 
day night to wind up i t s ‘affairs and 
disband. 
A resolution req uesting the 
governor of Tex as to send troops to 
W aller county for the purpose of en 
forcing the law against liquor sellers 
was ex citedly debated.
